A  Letter  from  a  Brother  in  the 

Navy 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  he  interested  in,  or  may  aspire  to  he- 
come  connected  with  this  hranch  of  the  Service,  we  are  publishing^  what  we 
consider  to  he,  a  very  useful  letter  received  from  Brother  H .  Y.  Edgerton,  of 
the  Naval  Station,  Pensacola,  Fla. 

Naval  Air  Station,  Pensacola,  Florida,  March  27,  1918. 

Dear  Brothers  : 

Many  of  my  friends,  relatives  and  acquaintances,  have  written 
me  for  information  regarding  this  branch  of  "The  Service".  That 
I  may  answer  tliese  inquiries  concretely,  without  having  to  rewrite 
the  same  thing  over  and  over ;  and  also  to  give  an  idea  of  the 
life  in  The  Naval  Aeronautic  Service  to  any  others  who  may  be 
interested,  I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  little  sketch  to  the 
Journal. 

In  order  to  illustrate  the  splendid  advantages  offered  by  this 
particular  branch  of  the  Navy,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  many 
personal  references,  the  spirit  of  which  I  trust  will  not  be  mis- 
construed. To  begin  with,  I  shall  give  extracts  from  my  diary  and 
from  my  official  "Service  Record",  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Captain-of -the- Yard. 

I  left  Trinity  College  December  10,  1917,  enlisted  in  the  Regular 
Navy  (Aviation  Section),  as  "Landsman  for  Quartermaster"  in 
Charleston,  S.  C.  on  December  13th.  When  I  enlisted  I  under- 
stood that  I  would  become  a  Naval  Avaitor.  But  when  I  reached 
Pensacola,  much  to  my  chagrin.  I  learned  that  only  Naval  Reserve 
Officers  and  Student  Officers  did  actual  flying.  I  also  learned 
that  men  enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster  branch  worked  on  wings, 
did  wire  splicing,  and  acted  as  "Beach-Mules".  (Beach-Mules  are 
the  men,  either  in  long  boots  or  bath-suits,  who  launch  and  pull 
in  the  Sea-planes  before  and  after  flights.)  And  that  the  men 
who  worked  on  motors  w^ere  known  as  "Machinist  Mates".  Having 
an  inclination  toward  mechanical  work,  I  effected  a  transfer  from 
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the  Quartermaster  branch  and  on  January  1,  1918  I  received  my 
rating  as  "Landsman  for  Machinist  Mate".  The  rating  pays 
$32.60  per  month.  On  February  1st,  I  was  promoted  to  M.M.2c, 
which  is  the  Navy  was  of  saying :  "Machinist  Mate,  Second  Class." 
On  March  1st  I  was  again  promoted:  to  M.M.lc,  which  of  course 
means  Machinist  Mate,  First  Class.  M.M.2c  pays  $55.50  and 
M.M.lc  pays  $66.50  per  month.  This  is  paid  in  addition  to  board, 
clothes,  lodging,  medical  and  dental  attention.  This  shows  how 
rapidly  any  average  fellow  can  advance  himself  if  he  puts  plenty 
of  "Pep"  and  thoroughness  into  his  work.  If  one  applies  himself 
the  only  thing  that  holds  one  back  is  a  rule  stating  that  any 
rating  must  be  held  for  at  least  one  month,  before  the  examina- 
tion for  the  next  higher  rating  can  be  taken. 

In  addition  to  the  excellent  technical  and  industrial  training 
that  is  to  be  had  in  the  Navy,  there  are  several  other  very  impor- 
tant things  which  offer  new  opportunities.  Among  these  are  phy- 
sical culture,  all  sorts  of  athletics,  military  drill,  and  marksman- 
ship. Taking  myself  as  an  average  American  youth,  and  any  of 
them  could  have  done  the  same  thing,  let's  look  and  see  what 
I  got  out  of  it.  First,  Physical  Culture :  I  have  learned  the 
regular  code  of  callisthentic  exercises  and  could  earn  a  livelihood. 
In  civil  life,  as  an  instructor  in  Physical  Culture.  In  the  depart- 
ment of  Athletics,  there  is  excellent  training  and  practice  to  be 
had  in  all  such  sports  as  football,  baseball,  basket  ball,  boxing, 
wrestling,  and  the  like.  So  far  I  have  only  gone  out  for  basket 
ball.  I  made  the  Navy  team ;  we  won  the  league  pennant ;  and  I, 
as  a  member  of  the  team,  got  in  on  one  of  the  swellest  feeds  a 
"Gob"  ever  heard  about.  "Gob"  is  the  nick-name  of  the  sailor. 
In  the  Military  training  department  I  worked  up  from  a  "Gob" 
In  the  rear  rank  to  Company  Commander.  This  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  training  I  received  at  Trinity  before  I  enlisted.  Last 
Saturday,  one  week  ago,  I  was  sent  from  the  training  school  to 
the  "Beach".  This  is  where  the  actual  work  and  the  flying  is 
done.  On  Monday  morning  following,  I  was  appointed  "First 
Mechanician"  on  one  of  the  big  twelve  cylinder  Liberty  Motors,  on 
one  of  the  new  flying  boats.  The  exeprience  that  I  will  get  in  this 
work  will  fit  me  for  a  position  commanding  an  excellent  salary 
should  I  ever  get  back  into  civil  life  and  desire  to  go  into  the 
mechanical  field.    All  this  goes  to  show  what  the  Navy  offers  and 
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also  proves  that  the  terrihle  lou/r  cloud  has  a  silver  lining  after  all.

"Dad"  stood  still,  watching  the  stranger  as  he  rode  up  within 
a  short  distance  of  Science  Hall  where,  leaving  his  motorcycle, 
he  hurried  to  the  door  of  the  building.  Though  he  could  detect 
no  sound,  he  knew  by  the  other's  movements  that  he  was  cautiously 
trying  the  knob,  which  evidently  refused  to  yield,  for  after  a 
brief  wait,  he  descended  the  steps,  and  crossing  to  the  edge  of 
the  campus,  gave  a  peculiarly  soft  whistle.  This  was  immed- 
iately answered  by  another  flash  from  the  window  above,  and 
soon  the  door  began  to  creak  on  its  hinges.

Glancing  up,  he  saw  that 
he  had  come  in  contact  with  a  fire-escape,  and  with  the  discovery 
came  an  inspiration. 

Unfastening  his  belt,  he  gave  it  a  toss,  looped  it  over  the  lowest 
rung  of  the  fire-escape,  and  then  rebuckled  it.  Then,  testing  the 
strength  of  the  leather,  he  began  to  draw  himself  up  to  the  lower 
platform.

The  visitor  wheeled,  and  bent  forward,  his  hands  gripping  the 
sides  of  the  table.  ''Gott!  what  is  this  you  are  saying?"  he  cried, 
hoarsely,  his  breath  almost  touching  the  other's  cheek.  "What 
has  wrought  this  change  in  you?"

Holbein.     "Where  are  the  memoranda?" 

A  fanatic  light  burned  in  the  Professor's  eyes,  as  his  hand, 
dove  into  his  breast-pocket  and  jerked  out  a  roll  of  papers.    "Here 
they  are!"  he  announced,  in  a  shrill,  unnatural  voice.     "But  you 
shall  never  have  them !" 

With  his  movement  to  tear  the  roll,  the  burly  Gratz  whipped

New  England  District  Conference 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity 

Boston,  Mass.,  April  5,  6,  1918. 

It  was  on  a  "venture  of  faitli"  that  the  First  District  Conven- 
tion for  the  New  England  District  was  called,  but  it  will  not 
require  faith  for  the  second  "gettogether".  Leaders  get  together 
for  conferences  in  other  realms,  why  not  on  fraternity  matters? 
Of  course,  there  are  District  Conventions  but  these  are  large  and 
expensive  affairs.  Numbers  were  not  what  we  wanted,  but 
rather  the  "Key  men"  in  each  chapter  upon  whom  are  falling  the 
problems  of  a  changing  fraternity  world. 

When  April  5  approached,  there  came  brothers  from  each  one 
of  the  four  chapters  in  District  No.  1  to  the  great  "hub"  at 
Boston,  and  the  roll  call  at  the  Adams  House  which  we  made  our 
Headquarters,  showed  the  following  delegates  present :  Vermont 
Alpha,  Ealph  A.  Smith  and  F.  B.  Keefe ;  New  Hampshire  Alpha, 
K.  C.  Bevan  and  G.  S.  Sackett ;  Massachusetts  Alpha,  Donald  H. 
Smith  and  Arthur  L.  Chandler;  Rhode  Island  Alpha,  Lawrence 
B.  Howell  and  W.  B.  Skerrye ;  together  with  District  Deputy  O. 
G.  Reumann  ;  New  York  Alpha  and  Grand  Secretary,  W.  L.  Phillips. 
A  good  dinner  was  enjoyed  together  and  we  returned  for  our 
evening  session. 

District  Deputy  O.  G.  Reumann  acting  as  Temporary  Chairman 
stated  the  reason  for  the  call  of  the  meeting,  saying  that  at  this 
time  fraternities  were  undergoing  many  changes  as  a  result  of  the 
war,  and  since  personal  visits  to  the  chapters  were  impossible,  it 
seemed  that  a  getting  together  and  sharing  of  each  others 
problems  and  methods  would  be  of  mutual  value  for  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  Active  Chapter.  Brother  Reumann  then  suggested  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  Conference  which  resulted  in  the  fol- 
lowing elections, 

DONALD  SMITH,  President, 
O.  G.  REUMANN,  Secretary, 
T.  F.  KEEFE,  Guard. 

Upon  motion  it  was  decided  to  make  the  meetings  ritualistic. 
Also  upon  motion  it  was  decided  that  the  President  appoint  a 
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Resolution  Coniniittee  composed  of  three  Brothers :  Sackett,, 
Bevan  and  Keefe  were  appointed. 

1.  AVe  then  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  an  interesting- 
talk  by  our  Grand  Secretary  on  "The  Fraternity  from  the  national 
Viewpoint."  He  stated  the  growth  of  the  Fraternity  to  the 
present  time  .  "But  now",  he  said,  "the  question  of  all  fraternities 
is  whether  we  are  going  to  exist,  and  this  is  largely  a  matter  of 
finances".  "Of  course  we  are  going  to  exist,  college  fraternities 
have  lived  too  long  and  done  too  much  of  value  to  lose  out  now". 

To  do  this,  we  need  a  closer  co-<)i)eration  between  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  the  active  chapters.  It  is  hard  to  please  all.  One  section 
will  have  one  idea  of  expansion,  while  another  holds  a  different 
view.  Some  want  chapters  only  in  State  Institutions,  some  want 
them  only  in  small  colleges,  some  want  expansion,  some  want 
to  be  conservative,  and  so  there  are  different  and  contrary  views. 
Of  course,  all  can't  be  satisfied.  Therefore  we  want  active  chap- 
tei's  to  thrash  out  these  questions,  and  give  the  Grand  Chapter 
the  benefit  of  their  experience". 

*  "These  are  days,  he  said,  when  we  must  have  the  fighting 
spirit.  Our  best  men  are  leaving.  Those  who  remain  must  not 
give  up  even  in  the  face  of  discouragement.  'He  spoke  of  a  chap- 
ter which  returned  only  two  men,  but  which  is  now  on  its  feet. 
The  original  chapter  Virginia  Alpha  had  its  discouragement  when 
there  was  no  Grand  Chapter  to  call  upon." 

Brother  Phillips  spoke  of  the  Sole  Jewelers  plan  and  the  "four 
official  Jewelers"  plan.  The  Song  Book  also  is  to  make  its  appear- 
ance with  spring. 

He  closed  his  talk  by  saying  that  the  Grand  Officers  are  giving 
days  of  their  time,  and  want  your  support  and  welcome  your 
criticism  so  long  as  it  comes  in  the  spirit  of  "the  best  for  the 
fraternity". 

2.  Donald  Smith  of  Massachusetts  Alpha  gave  a  talk  on  "The 
changes  which  the  world  war  has  brought  to  college  Fraternities". 
It  was  a  fine  meaty  talk.  We  can  only  give  parts.  He  said 
"Fraternity  men  are  of  draft  age,  they  are  of  the  "pep"  and  fight- 
ing age,  and  thus  the  colleges  are  affected.  Only  half  the  men 
are  in  college,  and  there  is  only  half  the  college  material  and  even 
less  fraternity  timber.  The  loss  of  upperclassmen  is  a  great 
handicap.      Massachusetts    Alpha    has    had    to    have    three    new 
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presidents  this  year.  Tliere  is  also  the  financial  problem  locally, 
and  to  the  Grand  Chapter.  Expenses  are  larger  with  less  men  to 
pay  the  bills  and  because  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Red  Cross,  and  other 
appeals,  men  are  less  able  to  meet  their  bills  than  before.  But 
there  is  a  good  side.  A  greater  proportion  of  the  men  have  offi- 
ces, and  this  responsibility  is  a  greater  interest.  But  because  the 
men  are  fewer  and  younger,  there  is  greater  need  of  working 
together.  The  big  problem  is  to  keep  up  the  standard  and  also 
the  number  of  men. 

G.  S.  Sackett  told  of  the  Dartmouth  plan  whereby  the  Uni- 
versity is  asking  all  men  to  room  in  the  Dormitories,  and  the  col- 
lege authorities  to  assume  the  minimum  expense  of  the  chapter 
houses  while  idle. 

F.  B.  Keefe  spoke  of  the  Norwich  circuit  boarding  system  for 
freshmen  with  chinning  season. 

A  roll  call  showed  that  in  every  chapter  a  fair  number  were 
expected  to  return  in  the  fall. 

3.  O.  G.  Reumann  then  gave  a  talk  on  "How  can  the  Active 
Chapter  serve  the  men  with  the  Colors".  He  urged  the  need  of 
the  active  chnpters  keeping  in  touch  with  the  men  in  service. 
It  is  the  letter  that  counts  and  especially  to  know  that  the  men 
in  the  chapter  are  backing  the  men  in  service.  Le  them  know  the 
news.  Brother  Reumann  suggested  1.  That  definite  brothers  write 
to  men  in  service  every  so  often.  2.  That  an  up-to-date  list  be 
kept  of  men  in  service.  3.  That  chapter  send  "smokes",  Xmas 
boxes,  or  smilage  books  as  some  of  the  chapters  had  done. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  if  possible,  a  tablet  be  put  up  for 
men  in  service.  It  was  recommended  that  we  get  correct  details, 
and  address  of  men  in  service  for  in  many  cases  it  is  valuable. 
The  Michigan  "Dope  Sheet"  was  recommended  as  a  fine  means  to 
bring  a  personal  word  to  the  brothers. 

4.  A  Discussion  was  then  entered  into  on 
A.  "What  are  our  Financial  Problems". 

F.  B.  Keefe  of  Vermont  Alpha  spoke  of  cases  "Where  Chapter 
House  is  Involved".  He  told  of  the  plan  Norwich  had  used  this 
year  in  purchasing  a  house  even  under  these  war  conditions.  He 
told  of  hoM'  the  brothers  are  making  some  of  the  repairs.  Their 
Alumni  act  as  Trustees, 
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G.  S.  Sackett  spoke  of  the  plan  which  New  Hampshire  Alpha 
was  using  for  paying  for  their  house. 

B.  With  L.  B.  Howell  as  Leader,  discussion  then  follow^ed  on 
the  question  "Where  no  chapter  house  is  involved".  All  revenue 
which  comes  in  must  come  tliru  assessments  and  dues. 

Discussion  brought  out  the  fact  not  many  men  left  college 
leaving  large  debts.  It  was  suggested  that  our  1st.  attack 
should  be  to  prevent  the  debts.  If  this  is  not  possible,  then  notes 
sliould  be  given  before  the  brother  leaves  college.  It  was  also  felt 
that  our  "business  sense"  must  not  be  carried  away  by  fraternal 
feelings  and  if  necessary  the  account  should  be  put  in  the  hands 
of  a  lawyer. 

After  a  good  night's  sleep  and  a  good  breakfast,  we  were  at 
it  again.    The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Brother  Smith. 

5.  The  first  paper  was  given  by  L.  B.  Howell  on  "How  to  pro- 
mote scholarship".  Brother  Howell  told  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
winning  a  scholarship  cup  nt  Brown,  and  having  a  number  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  men. 

Suggestions  were  made  that  we  help  the  freshmen,  if  necessary 
by  tutoring.  That  the  Fraternity  have  a  cup  for  men  of  the  best 
standing.  Some  colleges  give  monthly  reports.  A.  L.  Chandler 
spoke  of  the  Big  Brother  movement. 

6.  "The  Bookkeeping  system"  was  discussed  by  C.  S,  Sackett. 
The  feeling  was  that  the  system  was  being  used  partly  but  was 
complicated.  O.  G.  Iveumann  tried  to  show  that  this  system  was 
gotten  up  to  help  in  the  making  of  the  reports ;  that  average 
chapter  handled  several  thousand  dollars  a  year  and  this  in  itself 
required  some  work  to  keep  it  straight.  From  one  angle  the  fra- 
ternity is  a  business  and  any  system  will  need  some  study.  The 
average  college  man  has  had  no  training  along  this  line  but  would 
find  it  worth  a  course  in  college.  2.  Brother  Reumann  said  that 
the  Grand  Chapter  still  hoped  to  make  this  matter  simpler  for  the 
chapters. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  each  chapter  ask  the 
Treasurer  to  write  to  the  District  Deputy  stating  what  is  wrong 
with  the  system  and  giving  suggestions  for  improvement. 

7.  The  next  discussion  was  "How  to  get  New  Men"  lead  by 
W.  B.  Skerrye.  Donald  Smith  suggested  that  we  could  do  much  in 
the  summer  to  keep  the  rushing  committee  informed  of  any  man 
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coming  to  college.  Many  suggestions  were  made  to  be  of  service 
to  the  man  coming  to  college  regardless  of  whether  he  is  fraternity 
material  or  not.  It  was  also  suggested  that  we  take  in  younger 
men  and  that  we  get  Alumni  to  help  in  chapter  rushing,  and  also 
to  send  a  letter  to  the  Alumni  to  get  men. 

8.  Next  the  question  of  "How  to  strengthen  the  Relationship 
with  the  Alunmi''  was  discussed  by  A.  L.  Chandler.  He  empha- 
sized the  need  of  strengthening  the  relations  with  the  Alumni  now 
more  than  ever,  especially  those  in  service.  Chapter  letters,  two 
or  three  times  a  year  as  used  by  New  York  Alpha  and  a  few  other 
chapters  were  suggested.  It  was  emphasized  by  all  that  the 
active  chapter  could  do  a  great  service  by  supplying  the  Alumni 
with  news  of  his  classmates,  etc.  Then  when  the  call  comes  for 
money,  he'll  come  across.  It  is  also  necessary  to  assign  definite 
men  to  write  Alumni,  otherwise  it  won't  be  done.  Banquets  should 
be  made  the  means  of  bringing  many  Alumni  back.  The  House 
fund  also  ties  Alumni  and  active  together. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Treasurer  make  a  list  at  end  of  year, 
of  all  Alumni  debts  and  send  a  letter  together  with  the  news. 

9.  Discussion  on  "Records"  was  lead  by  A.  L.  Chandler.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  Historians  Record  book  had  great  value  and 
should  be  kept  up  to  date.  Colleges  can't  keep  up  to  date  on  the 
men,  they  look  to  the  fraternities  to  do  so.  Brother  Reumann 
suggested  how  it  could  be  used  advantageously  for  rushing. 

It  was  also  thought  necessary  to  have  a  history  of  each  chap- 
ter,   Dartmouth  is  planning  to  keep  a  record  of  men  in  service. 

10.  "How  vitalize  the  Journal  and  the  Journal  letter".  This 
was  tackled  by  R.  A.  Smith  of  Vermont  Alpha.  He  suggested  1st. 
That  it  have  intercollegiate  notes.  2.  Also  that  one  topic  be  taken 
up  and  assigned  to  three  or  five  chapters.  3.  That  we  dedicate  a 
portion  of  the  Journal  to  men  in  service  and  publish  letters  from 
brothers  in  service.  The  Journal  should  have  more  cuts  and  pic- 
tures it  was  agreed.  It  was  also  thought  advisable  to  get  big 
Alumni  to  write  what  they  are  doing. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  the  following  recom- 
mendations which  were  voted  as  the  mind  of  the  Conference,  and 
to  be  referred  to  the  Chapters. 

1.  That  we  of  the  active  chapters  co-operate  with  the  Grand 
Chapter  in  the  furtherance  of  the  welfare  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,

2.  That  because  of  fewer  men,  we  need  closer  co-operation 
among  the  active  chapters  and  within  the  cliapter. 

3.  That  we  encourage  correspondence  or  news  letters  with 
Alumni. 

4.  That  it  is  necessary  to  square  accounts  before  leaving  col- 
lege. 

5.  That  the  Big  Brother  movement  be  recommended  especially 
in  the  promoting  of  scholarship. 

6.  That  the  chapter  Treasurers  co-operate  with  District  Deputy 
Keumann  on  the  Bookkeeping  System. 

7.  That  assistant  officers  be  trained  continually  now  that  men 
are  so  apt  to  leave. 

8.  That  we  reach  new  men  especially  thru  college  interests 
before  college  opens  by  correspondence  and  so  forth. 

9.  That  the  record  book  is  an  important  factor  in  the  perpe- 
tuating of  fraternity  history  and  ideas. 

10.  That  each  active  chapter  keep  in  touch  with  Alumni  in  ser- 
vice. 

11.  Thtat  the  records  of  the  chapters  be  safe  guarded  from  hre. 

12.  That  we  make  this  Conference  a  permanent  organization. 
A  model  ritualistic  meeting  was  then  gone  thru  with  R.  A. 

Smith  and  W.  E.  Skerrye  as  Marshalls,  T.  F.  Keefe,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, L.  B.  Howell,  Guard,  and  A.  L.  Chandler  gave  the  keynote. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  keynote  be  given  from  memory. 

It  was  agreed  by  all  that  the  Conference  was  of  great  value, 
and  the  Deputy  w^as  asked  to  call  a  Conference  in  the  fall  directly 
after  the  Inetrfraternity  Conference  and  again  in  April  Avhen  we 
can  look  back  over  the  year. 

Motion  of  rising  vote  of  thanks  given  to  Brothers  Phillips  and 
Reumann. 

Brother  Reumann  challenged  all  with  our  responsibility  and 
Conference  adjourned  at  12 :15  in  time  to  see  the  Liberty  Loan 
Parade.

So  it  will  be  realized  that 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  naturally  been  the  recipient  of  many  sug- 
gestions for  its  potential  good,  and,  coming  as  such,  the  members 
in  charge  of  the  Fraternity's  executive  affairs  have  been  duly 
appreciative.  But  to  weigh,  much  less  to  utilize,  even  a  small  per- 
centage of  these,  would  mean  not  only  a  great  expenditure  of 
time,  but  prove  the  suggestions  themselves  to  be  only  half  so 
worthy  of  consideration  as  their  earnest  proponents  had  supposed 
them  to  be. 

Notwithstanding  this  general  statement  of  facts,  we  have  had 
our  attention  called  to  several  things  which  we  believe  worthy 
of  adoption.  One  of  these  is  in  the  form  of  a  news-sheet,  now 
gotten  out  by  several  Chapters  regarding  their  active-members 
and  circulated  among  the  Alumni,  who,  apart  from  the  scholastic 
interest  they  must  feel  in  their  younger  Brothers,  are  often  so 
situated  as  to  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  latter,  especially  in 
their  post-collegiate  years. 

For  this  reason  more  than  any  other,  perhaps,  do  we  suggest 
that  every  Chapter  take  the  subject  of  a  general  news-sheet  under 
advisement.  If  there  are  any  who  have  not  seen  such  a  sheet  as 
the  one  in  question,  it  ^vould  be  well  for  them  to  communicate 
with  the  Journal,  and  either  a  copy  will  be  forwarded,  or  informa- 
tion given  as  to  where  one  may  be  obtained.  Give  this  your 
thought ! 
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Differing  as  are  tlie  trends  of  liuman  thought  and  action,  the 
spirit  of  the  times  has  produced  a  clearer  and  more  sympathetic 
understanding  among  those  of  a  like  cause.  Thus  have  opinions 
become  altered ;  local  enmities  ceased ;  familiar  critics  grown 
suddenly  dumb ;  social  barriers  been  withdrawn  ;  religious  sects 
appeared  to  compromise :  in  short,  there  has  sprung  up  among  men 
a  stronger,  more  enduring  tie  which  proves  that,  whatever  their 
external  differences  luay  be,  they  are  fundamentally  the  same. 

This  brings  to  mind  the  case  of  Brother  "Ted"  Shawn,  Colo- 
rado Beta,  whom  his  wife,  the  celebrated  Ruth  St.  Denis,  declares 
"the  most  beautiful  man  on  earth !"  This  beauty,  as  most  of  us 
know,  has  been  exploited  in  the  revival  of  classic  or  Pagan  dances, 
the  rendition  of  which  has  been  acclaimed  by  some  as  the  zenith 
of  art,  and  by  other  as  efleminate,  even  "sissy".  But,  however, 
that  may  be,  there  can  rest  no  doubt  as  to  the  masculinity  of 
Brother  Slla^\■n,  of  whom  a  certain  newspaper  says :  "There  is  no 
question  about  the  vii-ility  of  this  young  man's  costume.  Vest- 
ments which  leave  room  for  conjecture  are  not  lying  around  the 
barracks  at  Fort  Kearney."
